ton received his appointment to fill 
the unexpired term.

At the appoint- 
ed time, however, Borah was not 
even in his seat and the ceremony 
was dispatched in a perfunctory 
way in a few minutes.

. Vare, Pennsylvania boss, and 
again in the case of Frank L. Smith 
of Illinois, who was found to have 
accepted large sums of money for

GLEASON INSURANCE 
SUIT ON TRIAL AGAIN 


Aetna Company Questions Le- 
gality of Mrs. Naomi Glea- 
son’s Marriage to Fireman 


The second trial of Mrs; Naomi 
Gleason's suit to collect $5000 in- 
surance on the life of William Glea- 
son began today before United 
States District Judge Charles B. 


Davis. A jury disagreed at the first 
trial in May, 1936. Gleason, who 
died in 1932, was a veteran fire- 
man and oldtime professional base- 
ball player. 

Points in the defense offered by 
the Aetna Life Insurance Co., de- 
fendant in the suit, were attacked 
today by Patrick H. Cullen and 
Clem Storckman, attorneys for 
Mrs. Gleason, who argued that they 
were immaterial. Webb Welker, 
attorney for the insurance com- 
pany, maintained that the points of 
evidence were pertinent to “the 
fraud which we expect to show in 
this matter.“ 

Judge Davis, after hearing the 
points argued in the jury’s absence, 
overruled the objections. of the 
plaintiff's lawyers to the introduc- 
tion of the defense points of évi- 
dence, without comment. 

Attorney Cullen then presented 
the plaintiff's case, by introducing 
the life insurance policy, dated 
Sept. 25, 1931; a letter from the in- 
surance company, stating that the 
change in beneficiary, from Glea- 
son’s estate to Mrs. Estate, had 
been made as requested by him; 
and a canceled check for $154, the 
first quartely premium payment. 
With this, he closed the plaintiff's 
case, without calling any individual 
witness. 

Validity of 

The principal point of evidence 
argued before Judge Davis was 
the insurance company’s conten- 
tion that the plaintiff was not 
lawfully married to Gleason. Cul- 
len argued that “the question of 
marriage or no is not at 
issue in this case,” while Welker 
maintained that it was an issue. 

Another point argued by the at- 
torneys was the admissibility of evi- 
dence as to the signature of Glea- 
son to the paper which made ¢

MOVIE FIRMS SEEK REVIEW 


United States District Court Held 
Agreement Affecting Second 
Run eee Violated Law.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24—A 
group of motion picture exhibitors

The Bland- Copeland bills to carry 
ſout the first two recommendations 
are pending in Congress. Numer- 
ous spokesmen for maritime labor 
organizations have voiced opposi- 
tion to both measures. 

A corollary to the problem of 
replacing old vessels in the Amer 
ican merchant marine is the prob- 
lem of providing them with “satis- 
factory seagoing personnel,” the 
commission said. 

“Despite the urgent need for new 
construction, private operators hes- 
itate in the face of the present la- 
bor situation. Chaotic labor condi- 
tions, signalized by demands

Agriculture Department Says 
Most of Cut Will Be in 
Wheat and Cotton, 


By the ted Press. 
WAS GTON, Jan. 24.—Tenta- 
tive crop control arrangements for 
the 1938 season provide for a reduc- 
tion of between 15,000,000 and 30,- 
000,000 acres in plantings of the ma- 
jor food and fiber crops, Agricul- 
ture Department officials said to- 
day. 
Such a reduction would involve 
between 5 and 10 per cent of the 
total acreage planted to the sanie 
crops in 1937. 
Officials said that most of the 
cut would be in cotton and wheat 
crops of which the nation now has 
huge supplies. 

Available Acreage 365,000,000 

Tentative planting goals are aimed 
at a total acreage of 275,000,000 to 


290,000,000 acres in cotton, corn 
wheat, tobacco, rice and other soil- 
depleting crops. In 1937, de area 
planted to these crops totaled 306, 
700,000 acres, officials said. Farm 


land available for all crops exceeds 
365,000,000 acres. 
Under present arrangements, 


which the farm bill now pending 
in Congress is expected to change 
little in so far as they apply to 
plantings, farmers would be paid 
benefits from a $440,000,000 soll 
conservation fund for withdrawing 
a fixed percentage of their land 
from major crops and placing it in 
soil-building crops, such as grasses 


and clovers. 


The cotton acreage would be cut 
from approximately 34, 000,000 in 


1937 to 26,000,000 or 27,000,000 acres. 
No Wheat Quota Desired. 


Although officials say they hope 
the finished farm bill will require 
no acreage quotas for wheat grow- 
ers this year, they are urging farm- 
ers to make a voluntary reduction 
of several million acres in spring 
wheat planting. Drouth conditions 
in the wheat belt may help effect 


the reduction. 


Slightly smaller acreages of rice, 
tobacco, peanuts, potatoes and grain 


crops generally are contemplated. 


State and county acreage allot- 
ments are being calculated for each 
of the major crops except wheat. 
They will not be approved finally 
until Congress acts on the new 
farm legislation, provided such ac- 
tion comes within the next few 
weeks. Acreage goals for individ- 
ual growers will be fixed by local 


committees.

URFACE appearances would la- 

bel ‘the men scattered through 

the three day coaches as dele- 
gates to a business or club conven- 
tion. They smoke, talk, play cards 
on suit cases or upset seat cush- 
ions, read, curl up for a nap, act 
in general like they are out for a 
good time. 

The only discrepancies are the 
numerous musical instrument cases 
that clutter up seats, aisles and 


baggage racks; and the two women 


who sit by themselves, one in the 
middie, the other in the forward 
coach, r or, occasionally, 
talking to one of the men. But 
those very discrepancies are the 
real clue to the nature of the party, 
for it is the St. Louis Symphony 
Orchestra on a road tour. 

These tours are the big events of 
the symphony season, strenuous as 
they might seem to an outsider 
with the quick jumps between 
towns, nightly concerts and an oc- 
casional matinee, backstage dress- 
ing and other inconveniences. But 
the musicians consider it a rest, a 
vacation, for after all “the concerts 
are all selections we have played 
many times before, something we 
like to do anyway,” and between 
concerts they have plenty of op- 
portunity for diversion. Even on 
the train, or rather, especially on 
the train. 

Mrs. Viadimir Golschmann, wife 
of Conductor Golschmann, and 
Madame Graziella Pampari, harp- 
ist, are the only women who accom- 
pany the tours. The rest are men; 
88 orchestra members, Oscar John- 
son, president of the Symphony So- 
ciety; Arthur J. Gaines, orchestra 
manager, and Frank Allen, stage 
and baggage supervisor. 

They travel in three coaches and 
a baggage car, these 94 people and 
about $100,000 worth of musical in- 
struments, with sometimes a dining 
car, when making daytime jumps; 
the coaches become four Pullman 
cars on night jumps and long tours, 
when they live aboard the train. 
And usually it is a special train.

ONG before the train is ready 

to leave St. Louis, members 

begin to make themselves at 
home in the coaches. They are 
mostly those whose families have 
not come to the station for fare- 
wells, probably two-thirds of the 
group. The others linger on the 
platform alongside the coaches in 
increasing clusters of men and 
women, talking, laughing, waiting 


until the last moment to part. 


Wives check over things husbands 
should have along, to be sure noth- 
ing has been forgotten. 

A trainman’s “All Aboard” is the 
signal for the final goodbyes, for 
stragglers just coming through the 
gates to hasten, and the last musi- 
cians swing aboard just as the cars 
begin to move. More farewells 
from vestibules and windows, and 
then the final settling down for 
the first leg of the trip. 

“Well, I don’t see anybody run- 
ning to catch up, so I guess every- 
body’s here,” comments a member 
of the party who had lingered on 
the steps. There is no checking on 
the men, no counting noses, either 
at the start from St. Louis or on 
leaving stopovers, for all are pretty 
dependable, and besides, it might 
be expensive to miss a train. As 
two ‘cellos found out last year. 

The orchestra had played at Peo- 
ria, III., and the train was sched- 
uled to leave at 8 a. m. for Iowa 
City. The ‘cellos had left a call to 
give them plenty of time, but some- 
thing went astray, and it was just 
8 a. m. when they awakéned. There 


| was no other train, no bus to get 


them to Iowa City in time for the 
concert—there was just one thing 
to do. They took a taxicab, and 
their extra hour of sleep cost them 


Engagements are contracted for, 
itinerary planned, transportation 
arranged, programs prepared in ad- 
vance, hotel reservations made and 
directions posted in coaches. Four 
immense wardrobe trunks hold the 
full dress outfits of the men; huge 
cases protect basses, ‘cellos, harps, 
drums and other instruments that 
travel in the baggage car under 
Allen’s supervision; the players 
need eoncern themselves only with 
their personal baggage and instru- 
ments they prefer to keep with 
them. Quite a few smaller instru- 
ment players carry along their own 
violins, violas and wind instru- 
ments. But they do not play them, 
do not even take them out, except 
in rare instances. 

Of course, there is quite a bit of 
shop talk. They wonder what kind 
of facilities there will be in the 
dressing room at the next stop, how 
big the stage will be, comment on 
a difficult passage in Tsachaikow- 
sky’s Symphony No. 6, on the re- 
spective merits of string instru- 
ment or other instrument players 
as conductors, argue over the need 
of practice, or discuss instruments. 
One member of a group takes out 
his violin to show a new make of 
string. He tries the four strings, 
and an outcry fills the coach, 

“Hey, put it away.” “You want 
that thing smashed?” “Save it for 
tonight!”

Trunks and in- 
strument cases arrive early; the 
four wardrobe trunks are opened, 
the dress suits arranged on six- 
foot projecting rods; instrument 
cases unlocked, for the players to 
take out their instruments; the 
stage is ready to the smallest de 
tail, with scores in place. Reper- 
toires are known long before the 
trip starts, 


Musicians sit, stand, move about, 


their instruments. A babel of noise 
arises backstage, for with the tun- 
ing of instruments is mixed a 
dozen different languages, a dozen 
different races being represénted 
in the orchestra. Some even resort 
to practical jokes, like putting odds 
and ends in pockets, or sprinkling 
cheap perfume on dress suits. Then 
Gaines gives the signal, and all go 
on the stage, with one or two lag- 
gards rushing in alone just before

They, 
too, wipe their brows, then plunge 
into changing clothes, putting away 
instruments, anxious to get about 
their various pursuits. Their time 
is their own until the train leaves, 
and will be spent sleeping, read- 
ing, talking, playing cards, or visit- 
ing night clubs. Some will sit up 
to 2 or 3 a. m., playing, talking, 
drinking, although drinking is very 
moderate and confined almost en- 
tirely to beer,

ATERIAL worries are shifted 

to the shoulders of Frank 

Allen, who works harder than 
anyone on the trips. He must 
see about instruments and trunks 
— more than 60 cases and trunks 
are included on even the shorter 
tours—place chairs, stands, attend 
to lighting, do something about 
it if the stage is too small, see 
that there is a place to dress, 
Concerts are given in high schools, 
theaters, auditoriums, of all sizes 
and facilities, On one occasion the 
only place for trunks and dress- 
ing room was a basement unused 
for 15 years, and entered by a 
trapdoor just off the stage. On

So small an apron had to be built 


in a few hours, to care for the 90 
musicians, and new lighting in- 
stalled, 6 

After the concerts, Allen gathers 
together everything and sees that 
it gets to the baggage car. He 
keeps an extra trunk in which to 
put rubbers, ties, mufflers, anything 
a musician might overlook. Once 
. final check-up revealed two violins 
under a stairway, forgotten by the 
owners.
